NEW YORK (AP) —Eleven 
United States pursuit planes, 
fully armed and equipped with 
the latest devices for aerial war¬ 
fare. have arrived at Bergen, Nor¬ 
way, en route to embattled Fin¬ 
land, the Moore-McCormack Lines 
said this afternoon. 

Commander Robert C. Lee, vice- 
president of the line, said more 
than 200 crates containing planes, 
ammunition, guns and other mili¬ 
tary equipment had reached Ber¬ 
gen In the freighter Mormactidc. 
Other equipment is en route, he 
said. 

It was reported earlier that the 
Mormactlde and another company 
ship, the Mormacsun. had landed 
200 planes at Bergen. Lee said 
the Mormacsun carried no planes.

Germans Protest 
Vatican Broadcasts 

BERLIN (AP) — Diego von 
Bergen, Orman ambassador to 
the Holy See. has called attention 
of the Papal Secretary of State to 
what he termed “prejudiced 
broadcasts. Insulting to the 
Retch," on Pottsh conditions, In¬ 
formed sources laid today. 

Wilhelmstresse circles said the 
German diplomat's stand 
amounted to a "demarche" — a 
formal diplomatic move. 

(The Vatican radio station last 
week broadcast accounts critical 
of Orman treatment of the civil 
and clerical population ln the con¬ 
quered areas of Poland, and the 
Polish embassy at the Vatican 
has issued similar charges Vati¬ 
can officials have withheld com¬ 
ment, and their newspaper, L’ 
Oaaervatore Romano, haa not 
carried the stories. 

(The Vatican-radio station la 
under church control, but the 
Polish accounts broadcast were 
not official pronouncements ot 
the church. 

(The Polish embassy produced 
Its charges In a pamphlet, said by 
embassy officials to be based on 
reports to the - Vatican from 
August Cardinal Hlond, Primate 
of Poland. The pamphlet charged 
that Cathdlie Polea were suffer¬ 
ing mass shootings, religious per¬ 
secution and expulsion from 
their homes). 

GERMAN DENIAL 

Arthur Greiser. German gover¬ 
nor of Poznan. Polish district, 
annexed by Germany, claimed 
Poles are “much happier under 
German rule than they ever were 
under the Polish regime." 

So tong aS'they do not meddle 
In polities, priests have not been 
molested, he said, and only one 
priest has been shot tn the dis¬ 
trict, this execution following a 
court martial. 

(The Polish embassy's 
pamphlet said 14 priests had been 
•hot to death). 

The priest mentioned by 
Greiser was Identified as the 
vicar of the cathedral at Gneaen, 
formerly Gnlezno. A military 
court found him guilty of Inciting 
other Poles to sniping. 

Polish Jews no longer win be 
permitted to emigrate, authori¬ 
ties of the Jewish community 
have been informed, because such 
emigrants haw been Joining the 
Polish Legion in France. 

Previously, Polish Jews tn con¬ 
centration camps have been re¬ 
leased on producing evidence that 
their Immediate emigration was 
assured. 

Jewish leaders reported that 
since January 8 they had received 
465 urns containing the ashes 
of Polish Jews from the Buchen- 
wald concentration camp. 

Since the total of Polish Jews 
In that camp was estimated at 
1,500. this Indicates a death rate 
ol 30 per cent. ,

But Herr von Papen could not form a 
government with a Parliamentary majority 
behind It, and It was believed. In official 
quartets, that a "praesfdlal" administration, 
or a Von Papen-Hugenberg dictatorship, 
(Hugenberg headed the Nationalists), would 
result in a popular explosion. Aa a result, on 
January 30, the President received the "Cor¬ 
poral Leader of the Nazis,” and appointed 
him Chancellor—after the salute Adolf, In¬ 
cidentally, had found that he could bring 
about a coalition between the Nationalists 
and the Nazis, with a hint to the President 
that he “hoped” for the support of the Centre 
(Catholic) Party. Two months afterward the 
Constitution of Weimar was unceremo¬ 
niously scrapped and the first Nazi oligarchy 
took charge of the Reich. 

So on January 30, 1933, Adolf Hitler 
realized his dream: he became head of the 
greatest military power tn the. world—not. 
excluding axis brother Stalin'* country— 
and Is now, seven yean afterward, engaged 
in a life and death struggle with the forces 
of liberty and fair dealing. Behind the Nazi 
Fuehrer aa he now speaks—no matter what 
he may be saying—la a record of suppression 
in his own land, of solemn International $n- 
gagements wilfully broken, of brutal con¬ 
quest of minor states, and a long chapter of 
conduct far which he la being called to

WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
United States merchant marine- -

lion declare. 

Although US. shtpa were 
banned from the ports of fighting 
nations, one official estimated 
-American vrsaets-are -esrrving as 
much freight as ever. Increased 
activity on the Pacific routes, he 
said, probably accounted for thla. 

Moat of the 86 ahlpa whose 
regular trans-Atlantic sailings 
were "bumped” by the "combat 
zone" restriction laid out by Presi¬ 
dent Rooaevelt, are running now, 
he said. The United States lines,

Experimentally, other tinea 
have sought to solve their prob¬ 
lem by rerouting ships. The 
American Scantlc Line, which op¬ 
erated between New York and'the 
Baltic, found entry Into that 
northern sea closed when war 
broke out. Now It Is trying a line 
running In at Bergen, on the west 
coast of Norway—Just outside the 
"combat zone.” 

Two ships of the American 
Export Lines are trying out ser¬ 
vice between New York and non¬ 
belligerent ports on the Medi¬ 
terranean. Some ships have been 
diverted from the east-west Jour¬ 
ney to the north-south routes.
